nucleii of deuterium. As oT 


high school student knows, water 
is H20 . . . two parts of hydrogen 
and one of oxygen. Hydrogen has 
two isotopes, heavier forms. of 
known gas, deuterium and tritium. | 
The latter hasn't occurred 
naturally on earth in perhaps a| 
billion years. For a good many | 
years scientists had known that 
deuterium would combine with 
oxygen to form what came to be 
called “heavy water.” 

The principle involved in the 
H-bomb is that energy is released 
if the nucleii of like atoms can 
be made to combine together so 
as to yield nucleii of heavier 
atoms. Now, hold on to the sled 
with me, because this thing gets 
pretty fast. When the nucleii of 


two deuterium atoms are com- 
bined the result is a nucleus of 
helium. But the mass of helium 
nucleus is not as great as that 
of the two deuterium nucleii so 
that mass must be lost in the 
fusion of the two. The result is 
the release of a really vast 
amount of energy. 


Mass of Body 


Trying to dig this out of books 
and articles, one keeps encoun- 
tering Einstein. As early as 1905 
he was saying that the mass of 
a.body is a measure of its energy 
edntent and that any change in 
the energy of a body will be ac- 
companied by a change in mass. 
His famous equation, E-mc2, 
where E is the energy, m the 
mass and c the speed of light, 
was called the principle of the 
equivalence, or equal worth, of 
mass and ‘energy. 

The British scientists. produced 
a machine called ZETA which 
will contain an artificial sun. No 
material walls could do this .. . 
they would melt. They discovered 
that the sun-hot deuterium gas 
could be kept away from the 
fixed stricture of the machine by 
striking a very powerful electri- 
cal discharge through the gas. 
The terrific heat is thus actually 
“contained” by nothing more sub- 
stantial than a magnetic field. 

The machine ZETA is described 

as something like a doughnut sev- 
eral yards in diameter. The tre- 
mendous energy released from 
the small experiments needs only 
the next step. Steam could be 
produced. But scientists want to 
generate electricity: without the 
intervention of steam or any oth- 
er intermediary step. 
. The United States and Great 
Britain are cooperating and a 
ZETA machine is being built at 
Princeton University.

U.S. Embassy Bombed 
Before Turkish Talks 


ANKARA, Turkey, Monday, Jan. 27 (P—Terrorists threw two 
bombs at the U.S. Embassy and an American book store here today 
less than 12 hours before the start of the Baghdad Pact conference. 


The bombings took place just 
before and after midnight. 


First reports said no one was 
hurt. 

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, who arrived here yester- 
day for the Baghdad Pact meet- 
ing, was at the U.S. Ambassador’s 
home more than a mile from the 
Embassy when the bomb went off 
there. 

The explosion damaged part of 
a warehouse in the Embassy 
compound and officials said it 
probably was tossed from a 
speeding car.

TOKYO, Monday, Jan. 27 () — 
Rescye ships pressed a search 
in rough weather today for 192 
persons feared victims of two sea 
tragedies. 

A 496-ton Japanese ferryboat 
with 170 persons aboard, disap- 
peared in the stormy Inland Sea 
yesterday after radioing the single 
word “danger.” 


The Maritime Safety Board in 
Kobe announced one of 19 rescue 
vessels had found a life buoy and 
a white-painted toolbox believed 
belonging to the missing ferry- 
boat, the Nankai Maru, and said 
it is almost certain the boat sank 
in the area south of Numashima 
Island. 

The No. 3 Shofuku Maru, with 
27 crewmen aboard, ran aground 
and capsized last night about three 
miles off Kushimoto, 100 miles 
south of Osaka, southern Japan. 


Five persons swam ashore and 
were rescued. Still sought were 
the 22 others aboard. . 

There were 141 passengers, in- 
cluding 10 children, and 29 crew- 
men aboard the ferryboat. It left 
Komatsujima on Shikoku Island, 
about 5:30 p.m. Sunday for Waka- 
yama, a 50-mile trip. The ferry- 
boat belongs to the Nankai Steam- 
ship Co.

The Issue Involves 
More Than Politics 


The question before the House of 
Representatives today is more than poli- 
ties, not discounting the fact that except 
for politics it would not be there. 

The question before the House is 
whether it will go along with a scheme 
to saddle all the citizens of the state with 
another 50-million-dollar indebtedness, 
which with interest will cost them in the 
neighborhood of 80 million dollars to re- 
tire. 

Georgia’s bonded indebtedness at pres- 
ent is more than 285 million dollars. The 
new proposal would run it up well above 
3D0 million. 

Fiscal authorities say that if the addi- 
tional funds are voted, debt retirement 
costs would run approximately 33 million 
@ year—more than 10 per cent of the 
state’s total income at present. 

This money is owed by each and every 
citizen of the state and will be paid by 
them either at the expense of essential 
services such as schools, the federal road 
program or in higher taxes. These are 
the alternatives. 

After three years there remains more 
than 60 million dollars in the Rural Road 
Authority’s bond authorization still un- 
expended. Why should it be increased 
when the funds available have not been 
used? 

Prominent public figures, including a 
former chairman of the authority itself 
—Sen. Dixon Oxford—declare that roads 
can be built much more cheaply for 
counties under regular state financing. 
Why, then, vote for unnecessary burdens 
on the taxpayers? 

It is impossible to escape the political 
implications of this bill. Can any reason- 
able man condone the building up of a 
huge slush fund out of the pockets of his 
fellow citizens? 

The question before the House is sim- 
ple. Will its members vote for more debts 
and unnecessary spending at a time when 
state revenues are declining, when ex- 
penses are climbing and when taxpayers 
are burdened to their teeth? 

We cannot believe the Georgia House 
of Representatives will make such a con- 
cession to politics. We plead with its 
members not to do so.

Fulbright Handed Ike 
A Rough Going Over 


Not in a long time has there been so 
abrasive and well-documented attack on 
the Eisenhower administration as the re- 
cent one by Sen. J. William Fulbright of 
Arkansas. 

He assailed the White House on every 
aspect of its leadership. He compared 
Eisenhower unfavorably with President 
James Buchanan, who, Mr. Fulbright said, 
a hundred years ago was “a tired and 
‘amiable man with tired policies” who 
was spreading the contagion of his own 
confusion over the land. Today what was 
true in 1858 is again true—but on a vast- 
ly larger scale and in a vastly more men- 
acing form.” 

There was a second phase to Sen. Ful- 
bright’s flaying of the administration. . 

“The most serious and most difficult” 
challenge offered by the Russians, the 
senator said, was not in the military field 
but in their determined and successful 
drive to cultivate to the utmost the in- 
tellectual powers of their people. He de- 
clared it was in the area of public learn- 
ing and public education that the decisive 
contest between the Soviet system and the 
American system would be decided.

The senator then castigated the Presi- 
dent for not telling the people the truth 
and for giving them, instead, sugar- 
coated half truths... a diet which has 
left the country intellectually “fat and 
immobile.” 


There was not too much GOP defense. 

We cannot agree that Mr. Eisenhower 
is another Buchanan. That gentleman was 
a product of political expediency. He was 
a weak and vacillating man who had no 
courage. None doubt the President’s will 
or courage. 


Mr. Eisenhower's greatest weakness 
has been lack of political knowledge and 
his determination not to be “political.” In 
boom times this is an asset. In crisis 
the cry properly is for leadership. This 
the President has been unable to provide 
on the dramatic scale but none expected 
this from him. He is not skilled in that 
field. 


The President is the victim, among 
other things, of a former secretary of 
defense, who was a successful man but 
an illiterate in matters of government and 
science. He was hurt, too, by a secretary 
of the treasury who guessed wrong on 
money and who made a fetish out of 
the budget. 


But the fact remains the President is 
in office. And it is he who must somehow 
supply the essential quality of confidence 
and leadership in this time of crisis. He 
has had precious little help. And the job 
isn’t yet done.

Authority Is Required 


In City Management 


In Gainesville the city manager has 


resigned. 
He says he quit because the city made 
purchases which he did not authorize. 


Regardless of cause, the incident sug- 
gests that many a municipal makeshift 
occurs in the name of city management. 

The city manager plan, which orig- 
inated at least a quarter of a century 
ago, was designed to make city admin- 
istration a matter of good business, not 
of politics. 

A city does not have a city manager 
plan just because the council decides to 
hire a supervisor and give him the title 
of manager. 

The true city manager government 
exists only when the city fathers sur- 
render powers of appointment and dis- 
charge, of spending and so forth to an 
executive hired for the solé purpose of 
administration. The council makes policy 
and that is all. 

If the council believes in the man- 
ager, it does not interfere with the op- 
eration of the business. When it Joses 
faith, then it is time to get a new man- 
ager. 

Let local government function as it 
will, but in fairness to the “city man- 
ager plan of government,” do not call 
the system that unless it really is. 

Unless the manager has the right to 
hire and fire and spend, he is not the 
manager. He is the managed.

Interstate Driver Law 


Looms as Possibility 


If Sen. Mike Monroney of Oklahoma 
follows through on a plan he has in mind, 
you may have to carry an interstate driv- 
er’s license to motor outside the bounds 
of Georgia. 

The Oklahoma senator intends to 
sponsor a bill creating a _ presidential 
commission to make “a broad attack on 
automobile accidents.” 

The purpose would be to concentrate 
efforts to control an epidemic that is far 
more menacing than Asian flu. 

The approach would be through a 
uniform system of crash reporting as a 
basis for remedial legislation and the 
forming of an effective uniform code 
available to the separate states for adop- 
tion at their option. 

Sen. Monroney opined that if the 
safety study points to the driver as the 
weak link in the chain, then the inter- 
state license might become necessary. 

States’ rights exponents are put on 
guard. 

The best way to keep the federal gov- 
ernment out of the auto licensing field is 
to see that the screening is well done at 
home. 

Otherwise, the interstate test will be- 
come not just a possibility, it will become 
a probability. 

The dog law is based on the premise 
that no one has a right to expose neigh- 
bors to the hazard of a bad dog. 

The state which insists on loose licens- 
‘ing of motor vehicle operators may see 
the day when it is required to confine its

Over Rim of Pork Barrels 


Several state legislators have succeeded in delaying committee 
action on a bill creating a junior college system. These men argued 
that the system would benefit cities but not rural counties. This in 
our opinion is defective reasoning. It indicates some of our legislators 
cannot see beyond the rim of their own pork barrels. 


We could understand opposition 
to the junior colleges on some 
sound economic premise. But to 
oppose them simply because they 
would favor cities over rural 
areas is ridiculous. The junior 
college system has as its purpose 
to provide an education to as 
many students as possible at the 
cheapest price. 


What difference does it make 
where the colleges are located? 
Georgia’s college enrollment is ex- 
pected to increase more than 40 
per cent in the next few years. 
Somehow our educational system 
must be prepared to take care of 
this student influx and it must do 
so economically. The junior col- 


lege, located near centers of popu- 


lation, is best suited to the task. 
Need for dormitory facilities is 
eliminated and cost per student is 
greatly reduced. 


This situation with the rural 
county pitched against the. city 
has reached absurd proportions. 
It is unrealistic and detrimental 
to the general welfare of the state. 
Those men charged with legislat- 
ing our affairs must remember 
that the state’s primary charge is 
the individual. And there are go- 
ing to be a lot of these individ- 
uals around in a few years looking

for some place to go to college. 
Will Georgia be ready for them? 
Not if narrow-minded politicians 
refuse to admit that education is a 
problem that belongs to all—cities 
and rural counties alike.

us consider hope. One of the finest pieces of literature is Tennyson’ S 


“In Memoriam.” In it we find these words: 


“The mighty hopes that 


make us men.” Truly, hope is one of the ingredients it takes to make 


a@ man. 
You are familiar with G. F. 


Watt’s picture entitled “Hope.” 
It pictures a poor woman against 
the world. Her eyes are band- 
aged so that she cannot see ahead. 
In her hands is a harp but all 
the strings are broken save one. 
Those broken strings represent 
her shattered expectations, her 
bitter disappointments. That one 
last unbroken string is the string 
of hope. She strikes that string 
and a glorious melody floats out 
over her world. It fills her dark 
skies with stars. The artist paint- 
ed a great truth—even when all 
else is gone, you still can have 
hope and no one is defeated un- 
til hope is gone. 

Dr. Samuel Johnson, the bril- 
liant English man of letters, said 
that to have a bright, hopeful 
outlook on life is worth a thou- 
sand pounds a year. That is, 
when one thinks with hope, he 
will attain far more. Certainly 
there is much evidence to cause 
one to believe that the attitude of 
one’s mind determines what hap- 
pens to him. 


I have a friend in Atlanta who 
has a deep aversion to hearing 
anyone use profanity. In his 
pocket he carries a supply of lit- 
tle cards which he hands out to 
those he thinks need them. On 
the card is printed these words: 
“The use of PROFANITY is the

sublime effort of the ignorant, 
uncouth, simple minded, Godless 
man to express himself—‘Thou 
shalt not take the name of the 
Lord thy God in vain; for the Lord 
will not hold him guiltless that

In am in hearty sympathy with 
my friend’s campaign against 
profanity. It is the most useless 
and one of man’s worst habits. 
But as I frequently point out, the 
worst profanity is not the swear 
words people use. The most pro- 
fane word is “hopeless.” The 
Bible says, “‘Hope thou in God’ 
(Psalm 42:5). To become hope- 
less is to deny God. 

Hope is not a dreamy, unreal 
thing. It is based on the most 
real thing there is—the existence 
of the almighty, eternal God. The 
Psalmist said, ‘‘Why art thou cast 
down, O my soul? And why art 
thou disquieted in me? Hope thou 
in God: for I shall yet praise Him 
for the help of His countenance.”’ 
That is to say, when you are dis- 
heartened, put God in the center 
of your thoughts. By concentrat- 
ing on your troubles, you despair; 
by concentrating on God, you 
hope. If you will do that, the day 
will come when you will have rea- 
son to praise God. 

It has been well said, ‘“‘Life is 
full of glad surprises for those 
who hope.”

The issue of security and peace 
was in. politics before Adams 
spoke and will be in politics as 
far ahead as one can see. 


In all seriousness: Why shouldn't 
it be? 

As to what constitutes adequate 
defense and how to wage the 
peace there are differences of 
policy, of judgment and of voting 
record between the two parties. 
These differences inevitably pro- 
vide the raw material of political 
debate. Such debate is essential 
to the process of national decision 
—and election. 


That’s not bad; that’s good. 


It seems to me a serious mis- 
reading of the role of our political 
parties in the democratic process 
to keep insisting that this issue 
and that issue be taken out of 
politics. 

I don’t mean there is partisan 
dispute over the need of strength- 
ening our defense position. There 
is no partisan dispute over the.ob- 
jective of trying to build a better 
peace. 

But there are party differences 
—and they may well become 
greater—over whether the govern- 
ment is doing enough to strength-

The tendency is to try to take 
too many issues ‘‘out of politics.”

I am not assuming to prejudge 
this debate over whether we are 
doing enough to strengthen our 
defenses. I do suggest that it is 
a desirable debate and to the ex- 
tent that there are significant 
differences between the majority 
of Democrats and the majority of 
Republicans in Congress, it is 
proper and useful and healthy to 
have these issues in politics. 

Let us use our two-party sys- 
tem. Let us use it better. Let’s 
not impair.it with excessive ran- 
cor or a phony nonpartisanship.

I've heard a good deal about husbands, enough 
to form some well-grounded conclusions. 

Sometimes. as a wife twists her way through 
an explanation of her troubles, dropping irrele 
vancies with her tears, I get a much better pic- 
ture of her husband than I do of her. 

Though I have said that the building of a 
solid marriage is mostly a female function, it Is 
not entirely so. Some husbands give nothing to 
a marriage but bread, which sustains life but not 
joy. Some husbands make it utterly impossible for 
even a light-hearted woman to greet them with a 
smile. Many husbands are haphazard in their 
observance of the commandment covering 
adultery. 

A few husbands seem to believe that a wife 
needs only a new vacuum cleaner for a full, 
rich life: it’s like giving a sick child a new doll in 
the smug.conviction that it will cure her pneu- 
Most tragically of all, thousands of hus- 
hands never understand the needs of their wives 
in love-making 

1 think the main trouble with many husbands 
is that they place too great an emphasis on their 
virility. It seems to me curious that an admission 
of virginity is considered highly desirable in a 
woman, but slightly pathetic and effeminate in 
a man. For this unreasonable reason many men 
approaching marriage are ashamed to ask for

When he is joshed ribaldly by his friends, the 
prospective bridegroom responds with a lewd 
chuckle designed to give the impression that he 
has been in and out of women’s bedrooms since 
he was 12. Alone with his thoughts afterward, 
he is shaken by panic. He is stuck in the cage 
men build for themselves with their strutting 
conviction that men are naturally skilled lovers. 
They're not. Men approaching marriage need 
advice just as urgently as do brides. 

This overconcern with their virility makes 
husbands place enormous value on their ability to 
reproduce, an asset that at best is only normal 
and expected. They are shattered if some doctor 
informs them that they are sterile. 

In approximately 60 per cent of cases where 
the marriage has failed to produce a child, the 
male is at fault. But many men refuse to be ex- 
amined at all, because they cannot face even 
the possibility that they might be the cause. 
Sometimes, unfortunately, such men refuse to 
permit the adoption of a child; it seems to them 
a public admission of failure. 

The stake man have in their virility is at the 
root of adultery and promiscuity. Some men are 
promiscuous in their youth and haven't the sense 
or the control to stop themselves later. These 
are the child-men, searching for new toys. Mar- 
riage has no meaning for them because they lack 
the maturity to appreciate its values. As they 
grow older, their conquests become shabbier and 


their delusions about themselves must become 
pitiable 


correspondingly greater. It’s a tawdry, 
existence with a certain ending; sans family, 
sans dignity, sans all. 

But most men, I suspect, contemplate a small 
amount of adultery and this happe: usually 
atter they have been married about 10 years. At 
this period all the forces that tempt a man to 
wander have ripened. First, his job is not as 
time-consuming as it was in the early years and 
his income is sufficient to support his fancies. 

Second, his love-making with this wife has 
fallen into a pattern, monotonous and predictable 
for them both. And most important of all, the 
man has the feeling that the interesting part of 
his life is over. He has found his own Imita- 
tions and the limitations of his occupation. His 
body is beginning to thicken and his hair to thin. 
He badly needs a sense of adventure, and at 
this propitious moment perhaps he catches an 
adoring look on his secretary’s face or else a 
former girl friend turns up, single and bright of 
eye. 


A man who permits himself to gallop into an 
extra-marital relationship has problems. Philan- 
dering is extremely expensive and is bound to 
strain his financial resources. It also requires a 
great deal of time, some of which he may have 
preferred to spend with his children or on the 
golf course. Little gentleman that he is, he is 
greatly concerned with secrecy; he doesn’t want 
to hurt his wife's feelings. 

As his mistress becomes more familiar, she 
becomes more demanding. She has him at her 
mercy, and she knows it. He worries and writhes 
and finally, if he’s lucky, he escapes her.. He 
sighs with relief—and starts over again with 
another woman. 

Philanderings have only the advantage of the 
excitement of pursuit and the satisfaction of 
victory. They have the disadvantage of splitting 
a man’s life; one half accepted and comfortable, 
and the other half illicit and degrading. He suf- 
fers a similar split in his inner self, one side of 
him searching for support for his ego and the 
other rejecting the affections of an easily won 
woman as false 

Instead of an affair, a man who is beginning to 
feel restless needs a substitute adventure. Mem- 
bership in a spirited service club provides this 
for some men. So does a hunting or fishing trip 
at regular intervals.

DON’T OVERDO IT 


Watch yourself. Don’t overdo 
it. You may stretch your re- 
laxation into innocent and 
harmful neglect of the baby. 

Dr. Alfred E. Fischer, a New 
York pediatrician, published a 
provocative study of the second 
child several years ago. His 
study tended to show that it is 
the second child rather than the 
first who ends up disturbed. The 
child becomes disturbed _ be- 
cause he was_ accidentally 
neglected. 

He was so placid and con- 
tented a baby that he was left 
more and more to himself, and 
somewhere between the ages of 
1 and 3 years he begins to show 
symptoms of unhappiness. 

He may be quiet and with- 
drawn, or he may be the re- 
verse — restless, destructive, 
willful, and subject to temper 
tantrums. His one goal will be 
to surpass his older brother or 
sister. 


STUDIES OF FAMILIES 


This is more likely to be 
true if both children are of the 
Same sex. In Dr. Fischer’s 
study of 21 families with dis- 
turbed children, 26 sets of 
children were of the same sex 
(17 sets of boys, nine of girls). 

In 19 families, the older 
child was normal, but the sec- 
end child was upset. In five 
families, both children were 


upset, with the second child 
showing more intense symp- 
toms. 


In only two families was the 
first child more disturbed than 
the second. Ten families con- 
tained three children. In only 
one third child was there re- 
bellion, and that was brief, but 
at times the problems of the 
second child were aggravated 
after the birth of the third. 


MOTHER FEARS 


What happens? Dr. Fischer 
suggests the mother fears she 
may neglect her first born and 
so concentrates her attention 
on him; grandparents often 
cherish the older child and find 
the second uninteresting by 
comparison; ‘the perceptive 
older child communicates his 
self-importance and superiority 
to the second, or, afraid of los- 
ing his mother’s love, constant- 
ly disparages the younger. 

Simple measures usually 
straighten matters out. (They 
cid in four of Dr. Fischer’s 26 
families.) Try not to show fa- 
voritism. Include No. 2 in the 
family group as much as pos- 
sible, yet demand less of him 
than before; discourage com- 
petition between No. 1 and No. 
2; encourage separate sets of 
playmates: make it clear to 
No. 1 that No. 2 is to be per- 
mitted to talk and play in his 
own fashion.

Blustery.’’ But I hope it is a balmy evening with a pretty moon 
because a lot of women will be out on the dark streets, deter- 
minedly ringing doorbells, facing some strangers, some indiffer- 
ence, even some refusals, as they ask for money to fight polio. 

It's the night of the Mothers March, and there’s something 
about this particular effort that gets me, far more I guess than 
Mother’s Day, and maybe as much as “‘My Country "Tis of Thee”’ 


when I hear it sung unexpectedly. 


Everybody knows that women constitute a formidable force 
when they get organized. Sometimes that’s good and sometimes 
we make fools of ourselves, of course. (It’s hard for an organ- 
ized anything not to be ridiculous once in a while! ) 


But this business of the mother instinct, visible and rampant, 
is pretty impressive. All of us know that primitive willingness to 
die for our young. The news is full of it every day—women who 
plunge into burning buildings, brave kidnappers, dash into an 
angry sea to rescue a child. They’re all more dramatic instances, 
of course, than rushing through the supper dishes and grabbing 
up a list and going from door to door asking for money. But they’re 
not much more dramatic if you happen to know that a great 
many of these women have seen the enemy, polio, face to face. 
They have watched it grapple with their own little ones, twisting 
young limbs with pain. They have seen it like an octopus, squeeze 


out life. 


And the only ally they have had in their fight against it has 
been a stream of silver dimes given by other people like them- 


selves .. . 
equipment . . . to buy research. 


to buy treatment, to buy surgery and therapy and 


When they ring doorbells tonight these women, your neigh- 
bors and mine, may chat lightly of the weather and what hap- 
pened to Mrs. So-and-So across the street. But there’s nothing 
light about the basic reason for their call. It’s a fight to the 
death against the enemy of all children. 


I said a lot of them are mothers of children who have had 
polio. Some of them, like Mrs. Garrett Joseph of 100 Osner Dr., 


NE, are mothers because of polio. 


Mr. and Mrs. Joseph had no children. Then they saw Carolyn, 
student in a day school and clinic for crippled children in Braden- 
ton, Fla., where Mrs. Joseph was doing volunteer work. They 
learned that Carolyn’s parents lived in Kentucky in a region 
where there were no treatment facilities. 

Somehow the 4-year-old, facing years of braces and casts and 


expensive, sometimes 


discouraging 


therapy, wrapped herself 


around their hearts. They took her home with them for a visit 
and eventually they took her home with them to stay. 


Now Carolyn is 14, an active student at Sandy Springs High 
School, a willing worker in March of Dimes drives, a happy 
young art hobbyist. She is a foster child but very dear to the 
hearts of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph, and they are always mindful of 
what all of them owe to the treatment the March of Dimes 
bought her—in Florida, at Warm Springs, here in Atlanta. 


Mrs. Joseph is co-chairman with Mrs. Bernard Howard of the 
Fulton County Mothers’ March on. Polio. She will undoubtedly be 
out tonight, no matter the weather, ringing her share of the door- 
bells. Her interest is personal—and there’s no more potent force 


in the world than that. 


May it be a personal interest with all of us. .

Keeping weight within normal 
limits helps by reducing strain on 
the surface of the joints.
